Schools Defended

Editor, Torrance eHrald:

1 have just finished read-
ing Vingcent Thomas' review
it the Torrance Herald issue
df a Senate Committee Re-
port on Education in Cali-
fornia.

1 am getting fed up with
every candidate for public of-
fice getting ino the school
act. Just because we have
been frightened by recession,
by Sputniks, by recurring
world crises on all sides of
us, we look around for a devil
to blame for all our troubles.
Twenty years ago before I
married 1 taught in a neigh-
boring school system, Later I
substituted. Now after an ab-
sence from the class-room of
12 years, I am again substi«
tuting, this time in the Tor-
rance System. I go all over
the Torrance system, I have
been in one room after an-
other of one school after an-
other, Consistently, I find -
children and teachers trying
to do a good job. Wxthout\ex-
ception I would say that '80
per cent of the day of all
classes that 1 have been in,
goes to good solid work on
Arithmetic, Social Studies

(would you prefer the name Good

Patriotism included in that?),
patriotism is taught all day, a
teacher never makes a move
without showing the child
by action and word what is
meant by loyalty and high
ideals and pride in country),
Reading, Spelling, Language
Studies, and Writing.

In fact, when those last
three are added, I expect the
proportion of the day is
greater than 80 per cent,

Twenty years ago, the
methods we used kept us at
the children to get their work
done, Today, I find in class
after class, that their work
getting done is their concern;
if they do not finish at the
end of the assigned period,
they do not wish me to “col-
lect the papers” which means
letting he rest go undone,
they automatically put back
the unfinished onto the cor-
ner of their desks, and I will
see them the rest of the day
in their spare time reaching
and getting at that unfinished
work, At the end of the day
when I do collect the work,
if they are not finished, it is
not uncommon for them to
ask if they may take it home
to finish. I find many of even
the little ones coming in in
he morning with assigned
home-work to hand in. They
expect me then to assign
more at night. Every room
does not have home-work
every time I am there, but a
lot of them do. When I was
substituting during the early
1940s I never remember
home-work. I don’t remember
anyone ever coming in with
it the first thing in the morn-
ing, nor any taking kindly to
such sugestions at night—
which is not to say teachers
gave no homework, just that
in my substituting I did not
see it. I see it often now.

I also see this. I see chil-
dren wishful and eager and
wanting to go ahead. I also
see them perhaps a little less
sturdy physically and nerv-
ously, as 1f they ‘were keyed

up a bit, needing more quiet
after they left the group ac-
tivity of school life, needing
less TV and radio on all the
time at home, I see them
coming from homes where al-
ways parents are doing the
best they can, but where
adult problems are at times
so great they spill over onto
the child. I see children need-
ing badly the steadiness that
must come from a family
group where self-discipline
and love and loyalty is held
of first virtue. No matter how
a teacher tries, he comes off
badly second best trying to
substitute for a parent,

Let's be careful. Let's
know that the strength of
every public institution is the
strength of the composite of
every family living within
the range of that institution.
Good healthy interest and
concern and straight think-
ing are essential. Half-cocked
ideas and half-truths thought
up to serve a secondary pur-
pose can be pretty disaster-
ous, to more than just those
thinking them up.

New French Regime Discussed

Out of all the present con-
fusion and chaos inside
France and much irrespon-
sible commentary outside
France on the French situa-
tion, one thing is certain in
this critical hour for all loyal
Frenchmen and that is that
France is not going to pot. It
not going to be a second-rate
nation, It is not going to ne-
gotiate a Franco-Russian pact,
as some propagandists tell
us, It is not going to destroy
NATO, It is not going to be
anti-American, regardless of
the power of the De Gaulists
who are not as friendly to-
ward us as other political fac.
tions inside France.

Fundamentally, France s
one of the greatest nations in
the world and its people
among the finest in the
world. There is every indica-
tion that they will rise over
this crisis, as they have over
far worse in the past—like
the Nazi occupation during
World War II.

Our trouble in evaluating
the French crisis . . . as our
evaluations of other crises
around the world , , . is that
we are constantly trying to
use an American yardstick to
measure conditions within na-
tions who do not use the
same measuring system. We
get confused as a people
reading the dispatches and
listening to the commentaries
of the French crisis, because
we are not familiar with the
political system, economic
conditions, colonial problems,
and meanings and interpreta-
tions of important words,
which mean one thing in the
U.S. and another in other
parts of the world. For ex-
ample, the “radical socialist
party” in France, which in
the U.S. is something unde-
sirable, is much the same as
the most conservative Re:
publican or Democrat wing of
these parties in the U.S,

We have heard General
Charles de Gaulle described
as another dictator like Hit-
ler, He is absolutely not like
Hitler, or like any dictator of
our time, He is more of the
proud military hero like Gen-
eral Douglas MacArthur. He
is dictatorial in the sense of
his military expeirence and
habit, but not dictatorial in
the poltical or ideological
sense,

De Gaulle is a man of un-
tarnished honor and has
proven it time and time
again, He will not be a pleas-
ant partner inside the present
NATO alliance , . , but he is
not likely to become u fac-
tor in its deterioration,

™o

If NATO becomes weaker
it will not bé because of the
influence of De Gaulle, but
because the whole alliance
appears to have outgrown its
usefulness, It has served a
good purpose, and may con-
tinue to serve as a rallying
symbol of Western unity! But
realistically it never was the
military bulwark against So-

viet aggression in Europe,
and only theoretically and
psychologically served and is
serving a valuable purpose.

We are of the opinion that
General de Gaulle will
strengthen, rather that
weaken, the Western military
alliance against the encroach-
ments of Communism,

De Gaulle did use the Com-
munists during France’s dark-
est hour in the last stages of
the war and after. But the
moment France was stabils
lzed politically, he denounced
and opposed them, De Gaulle
Is considered an avowed
enemy of Communism, and
this is again’ evident in the
Communist strikes and' polie
tical opposition to him inside
France. De Gaulle favors
compromise with Russia , . .
but on De Gaulle'’s terms, not
Khrushchev's, He is a loyal
Frenchman through and
through and will negotiate
with shrewdness and calcula-
ting patience with the most
astute diplomats or dictators.

We believe that General de
Gaulle will be good for
France -and indirectly for the
U.S. in the big picture of Eu-
ropean stability., He will not
be as polite: or palatable as
some of his predecessors in
the premiership of France.
He will be hard to deal with
+ .+ . but he will revive the
spirit and the greatness of
his country which had been
losing ground.

In that sense the U.S.
stands to profit greatly from
a France which has found
herself. General de Gaulle
will insist that France be in-
cluded in all future negotia-
tions as an equal, not as a
third cousin. He will initiate
direct contact with the Rus-
sians and use it to the utmost
to bring us around to his way.
of thinking. He will raise the
prestige of France around
the world by the sheer power
of his personality, He will
dignify his country in this
most crucial hour since the
Nazi occupation.

In these and other respects
De Gaulle will become the
rallying spirit of a sick and
weakening France. But his
presence will have some tem-
porary re-appraisals of U.S.-
French relations. This' is not
to suggest that U.S. foreign
policy' will suffer in the shift,
To the contrary it could
mean that U.S, interests all
over the world will become
more secure with a more se-
cure and, stabilized France.
